Main Memory 

The Main Store Controller/Arrays (MSCAs) pro- 
vide the physical memory of the StarServer E Sys- 
tem. Each MSCA contains a memory controller 
and its associated memory array. Between 8M and 
128M bytes of memory is supported on each 
MSCA using industry standard 512K bytes by 40 
and/or 2M bytes by 40 SIMMs. Both sizes can be 
intermixed within a given MSCA to support opti- 
mal configuration.

The 32-bit CPU is based on a 33MHz Intel 1486 
microprocessor with 8K bytes of internal cache. In 
addition to this cache, there is an external 256K- 
byte, 0 wait state, write-back cache.
